In response to the Office Action dated June 25, 2004, please amend the claims as 
set forth in Exhibit A attached hereto. 



In the Office Action dated June 25, 2004, the Examiner rejected the claims as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The Examiner argued that the 
specification refers to a disk, whereas the claims refer to magnetic media. A disk is a 
specie of a magnetic medium. See Office Action, page 2. 

On September 14, 2004, Applicants' Attomey and the Examiner had a telephone 
interview in which Applicants' Attomey pointed out that there was case law stating that 
one is permitted to have claims that are broader than what is described in the 
specification. The Examiner stated that if such a case were submitted to him, he would 
consider it. Accordingly, Applicants attach as Exhibit B In re Max Otto Rasmussen , 211 
USPQ 323 (CCPA 1981). Rasmussen's application, as originally filed, taught applying
